DOWN IN THE TUBE

the subway between Bridgehampton and 
Water Mill on Monday. 


SUBWAY TUNNEL BORING MACHINE COMES, GOES 
An enormous subway tunnel boring machine 
on a flatbed truck arrived at the steps leading 
down to the Southampton Station on Monday 
morning to bore a new tunnel from somewhere 
to somewhere—it now can be done in a day—but 
nobody knew where the driver was supposed to 
bore from or to. He took the machine back to 
Long Island City until the people at Hamptons 
Subway straighten this out. 


HEALTH INSURANCE FOR EMPLOYEES ~ 

Employees at Hamptons Subway are excited as 
they begin to use the new medical insurance 
that the company offers.

They were 
purchased by Hamptons Subway management, 
because the most. pressing problem 
mentioned in the suggestion boxes on 
the platforms during last year was the 
problem of the earsplitting squeals the 


regular subway cars make when going around 
turns or braking to a halt in the stations. 
The two new trains have revolutionary new 
rubberized wheels all around, which are made 
from the material that noiselessly separates 
the second stage from the third stage of NASA 
rockets. Unfortunately, by Tuesday we. took 
the new trains out of service since so many 
customers didn’t hear the trains.

PETITION FROM WAINSCOTT 

Hamptons Subway has received a petition 
signed by 146 Wainscotters demanding that 
the subway train open a new station between 
Georgica and Sagaponack. If the Subway does 
that, the distance between these three stops 
will be less than one mile each, making a 
considerable delay for anyone traveling from 
East Hampton to Bridgehampton and not 
wishing to stop along the way. Nevertheless, 
Hamptons Subway will hold a public hearing on 
this matter on April 4, where the general public 
can speak out.

his past week, Louis C.K., Billy Joel, Jerry 

Seinfeld and Madonna were rounded up 
and hustled off to deportation facilities. Two 
of them were taken in pre-dawn raids in their 
homes. The other two were taken in cars while 
driving around the Hamptons during daylight 
hours.

Canon, New Balance and the Suits at Western Union

He are personal stories about my 


encounters with corporate America and 
international business. There’s no general 
theme here. But all are interesting. 

Shoes are first. About 15 years ago, | bought 
a pair of walking shoes made by an American 
firm that I found extremely comfortable. I have 
been wearing the same model shoe ever since. 
Don’t laugh. Former mayor Mike Bloomberg 
buys the same shoe every year. His are Italian. 
Mine are made by New Balance. Their current 
iteration is 813. But they change the model 
number with some sort of ‘improvement’ every 
year or two, which has been both the joy 
and the problem. 

The first ones I bought, as I recall, were model 
805. I didn’t notice where they were made at 
first, but I did when they moved to 808 and 
advertised extensively that they were now Made 
in America. There was an American flag on the 


tag. | looked at my 807. It was perfect. It was. 


made in Mexico. The 808 was not only American 
made, but it was also terrible. Sometimes the 
right shoe in my size would be too big and the 
left, in the same box, too small. They hurt my 
feet. At that point, these shoes were selling for 
about $70. I had bought the 808s at Gubbins 
in East Hampton. | reluctantly returned them 
and went back to my 807s. | did buy the 809, 


however. It was also Made in America and was a 
really good shoe, but it cost $119. I’m a patriot. 
I bought them. And wore them a year. I was 
supporting America. American labor is more 
expensive than foreign labor. 

I think it was the 811s that first. had the 
big trouble. They were still Made in America, 
and somehow the price had come down to 
about $85. I figured it was the competition. A 
problem happened one day when I went out 
in a downpour. They leaked. My socks were 
soaked. I hadn’t stepped in a big puddle. Why 
was this? The next day, when the 811s smelled 
terrible, I put them in the washing machine, 
and that stopped it. At this point we are up 
to about 2011. Last year they came out with 
the 812s, which also leaked and smelled. And 
this year, we’ve got the 813s, which are a great 
shoe, sell for about $85, don’t leak, and are 
made in Indonesia. 

The next story is about a Canon M870, which 
copies, faxes and scans. We’ve had it about 
two years and it is up at a desk in our 
bedroom, where we work, looking out at Three 
Mile Harbor. 

It’s a fabulous machine with hundreds of 
parts inside, made, I think, in Japan. Canon is a 
Japanese company. Two days ago, | was copying 
something when it made a hissing sound like a 
rattlesnake and gave off a message reading 
RESTART OR CHECK MANUAL. I restarted it 


and it hissed at me again. I called Canon and 
spoke to a service technician there who told me 
that a tiny rubber tube in its innards which, on 
cue, pushes a puff of air into an ink cartridge, 
had come loose. | told her, tell me where it 
is—I'll open it up and push it back on. 

The technician told me it could be dangerous 
for me to put my fingers in there, and said the 
best thing is to just get a new copier. They 
are cheap enough, he said. And there’s a new 
upgraded model called. an MX911 that allows 
250 sheets of paper in the holder rather than 
just 125 and goes almost twice as fast. 

How much? | asked. 

He said $95. Cheaper than servicing. 

My new MX911 came the next day from 
Amazon. It works fine. But how could this be 
$95? The work building this, it had to be over 
$400 to make a profit. But I figured it out. A set 
of cartridges for the MX911 cost $65. And they 
are slightly different than the cartridges on the 
MX870, so you can’t use the old ones. So those 
MX870 cartridges, just throw them away? 

A set of cartridges comes with the $95 MX911. 
So the cost to me of the copier is actually $30. 
They could actually give the MX911 away. 
Canon is in the cartridge business. 

There’s something you can do to recycle old, 
empty printer cartridges. But whatever it is, 
it’s not worth it to have them put on a plane 
or truck or boat to (Continued on next page) 
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send them to wherever that is, as far as the 
environment is concerned, in my opinion. 

Meanwhile, what’s to be done with an 
MX870 with a hissing plastic tube inside? 
It weighs 18 pounds. Just throw it away, 
Canon said. 

] asked my wife if she had any ideas. She said 
call Al Gore. I’m really wanting to know how 
many parts are in this thing, but apparently it’s 
dangerous to count. 

What I could do is simply drop it out the 
second story window to the bricks by the 
swimming pool. Then we’d see how many 
there were. We could gather them up in a 
sack and take it to the dump that way. Now 
that’s recycling.

For a number of years, ending around 2010, 
I sent cash to a member of my family who was 
living in a remote area of the world where there 
was no other way to get money to him except 


by sending cash. I would stand in line at the 


supermarket with others sending out cash— 
mostly blue-collar folks—and hand the cash to 
a supermarket person using the Western Union 
software to sendit along. | would get areceipt that 
it had been sent. I never got a confirmation from 
that company later that it had been received. 
Indeed, I came to learn years later that several 
times the cash I sent had never been picked 
up. I had kept the receipts. Maybe there were 
other times? 

I called Western Union—they are based in 
Colorado—to ask them to.send me the history

of my account. What was sent back did NOT 
include the three entries I knew did not get 
picked up. All the others were there. 

When I complained, I was told that was all 
they had. They owned me nothing, I was told. 
I filed a complaint with the Better Business 
Bureau in Colorado. I also called our state 
assemblyman Fred Thiele, who got a law passed 
saying if money sent by companies that do 
wireless transactions is not picked up. within 
90 days, it had to be returned to the sender.

In 2011, I learned that some people named 
Tennille had filed a class action lawsuit to get all 
the money that hadn’t been picked up returned. 
A settlement had been arranged that Western 
Union was to set aside about $190 million 
for those claiming they were owed money. 
Appeals followed for three years. Eventually, 
a commission was set up to pay out money 
to everyone who had filed a claim that they 
had sent out money never picked up between 
2000 and 2011. — : 

Western Union was not making this 
easy, however. At first they told me they 
would just send the interest and, on request, 
they’d send the rest of the money to the 
states where it had been sent from, so people 
could pick it up as “lost property.” That never 
happened. I got to know the people at “Tennille 
vs Western Union” by name. They had good 
jobs in hard times. They’d always say the 
money would be coming “soon,” they just didn’t 
know when. Then last March, six years after 
the lawsuit had been filed, they told me there 
was a new plan, and they'd be sending me the 
money directly. 

Last week, I got a check from Western Union 
for $575. Had Western Union hoped that the 
people whose money they held would die? 
They’d be able to send back less. 

One week after I got this check, Western 
Union was in the news for having to put aside 
another $586 million to cover lapses in its anti-

SUBWAY CHICKEN 

A study was done in Canada to determine 
the percentage of chicken in the “chicken” sold 
at various fast food restaurants in Toronto.

EAST HAMPTON AIRPORT & THE SUPREMES 

Lawyers for the Town of East Hampton 
have appealed a lower court decision about 
the town airport to the U.S. Supreme Court.

East Hampton Town owns the land on which 
the airport sits, founded the airport back before 
there were formal rules on how planes go in and 
out, and as with other small airports around 
the country, originally agreed to allow the FAA 
laws, which apply to all airports, to apply to 
our airport. 

Because the FAA, which is mandated to 
do so by Congress, has now failed to provide

control loud aircraft noise at our airport—or 
any other airport in the country—the Town 
decided to take matters into its own hands 
several years ago. 

Lawyers for the FAA told the town they would 
have to abide by the absence of the noise rules 
as long as they took funding from the FAA for 
the kinds of contraptions that any airport needs, 
such as tower communications, runway repairs 
and other technical things. The Town then 
unwound itself from any financial involvement 
with the FAA and, when it was done, took over 
entirely, except for the regular rules involving 
safety and FAA regulations regarding flying. The 
Town has never argued about technical flying

safety rules. They abide by those rules. 

When this financial disconnection was 
done, the FAA said, essentially, too bad, we 
fooled you, you still have to follow our rules, 
and the new noise restrictions you passed in 
2015 are not acceptable. Furthermore, the town 
cannot now, under any circumstances, close 
the airport. Once an airport, always an airport. 

There is no guarantee the Supreme Court 
will hear this case, although the issue is 
far-reaching. The issue is whether the FAA can 
force any town-owned property that becomes 
an airport to remain an airport indefinitely. 
The property owner is then being FORCED to 
have a certain activity on the property, whether 
they want to or not, even if airport activity 
causes a loss of money. All has to be made 
up by the taxpayers of the town walking into 
that trap. This is certainly a constitutional 
issue. The Santa Monica Airport, which is 
following our case closely, has already voted 
to shut their airport entirely and turn it into 
a public park. But it has not happened. The 
planes keep on coming in and out. And the 
matter is in court there. 

I think any red-blooded Supreme Court judge, 
even those such as John Roberts and the new 
guy coming along, Neil Gorsuch, can appreciate 
that when you own a property it doesn’t 
mean somebody else, especially the federal 
government, can tell you what goes on there. 
This is outrageous.

Can you tell us about the 
inspiration for this piece? 
Waters,” is a combination of 


“Blue 
opportunity and inspiration. When exhibitions 
are thematic in nature, it inspires me to 
create an artwork out of my comfort zone 
to conform to the theme.

Is there someplace you go on the 
North Fork for inspiration? 

Anywhere on the North Fork is a 
source of inspiration. On Saturday 
mornings, starting early in May 
through the end of November, I go 
to yard sales with a very special 
friend. Of course, we’re in search of 
that special treasure and marvel at 
the eclectic possessions that people 
are selling. We travel out to Orient and go west 
or vice versa, up and down roads on the North 
Fork. This is an adventure. We come across 
water views, creeks, farm fields, vineyards, 
marinas, beaches, gardens and backyards that 
we would not otherwise see. I’m constantly 
looking around with eyes wide open absorbing 
the textures, colors and compositions on the 
North Fork as a source of inspiration. 


What couldn’t you live without on the 
North Fork? 

The farmstands. Once the farmstands have 
closed down for the winter, I long for the first 
signs that appear in the spring, especially 
regarding asparagus and spinach. That means 
pansies aren’t far behind, and an abundance 
of color will return and relieve the gray, dreary 
monotones of winter. 


Can you discuss how important arts programing 
is in schools today? 

Arts education and engagement in the fine 
arts are an essential part of the school 


curriculum. Arts 
unleashes and _ nurtures’ the 
creative spirit, awakening a 
child’s intellect and imagination. 
Many of my _ students were 
not athletes or scholars, but 
participation in the arts program 
provided an outlet for the visual 
learner and tapped into their 
capacity to create. Arts programs 
encourage creative thinking, problem 
solving and risk taking: necessary skills 
for today’s challenging workplace. The arts 
teach children to interpret, criticize and use 
visual information as a means of expression.

Two Men One Stage: Guild Hall’s A Steady Rain

Steady Rain first opened on Broadway in 
2009 and has seen several iterations since, the 
latest at Guild Hall in East Hampton. The one-act 
play written by Keith Huff, is a dark duologue, in 
which the show’s two characters, Denny and Joey, 
alternate speaking to the audience, to each other 
and to a board of inquiry. At its heart, the play is a 
tale of friendship, loyalty and betrayal in which the 
audience is left to ponder who is guilty, and of what. 
To the surprise of more than 
one theater-goer the audience 
was instructed, upon entering the 
auditorium, to make their way 
down the center aisle where an 
usher directed them up onto the 
stage, where about 60 seats were 
set up. The only two props used 
in the production were already 
on stage: two more chairs, which 
would be moved by the actors 
to various points on the stage 
throughout the performance. If 
you've never sat on stage during 
a performance, it certainly makes 
for an intimate theater experience, 
and only heightens the drama. As 
a matter of fact, the audience is - 
sometimes used as a “prop,” Denny ®— 


member a question, and both actors several times 
making eye contact with nearby watchers. 

This rendition stars Edward Kassar as Denny and 
Joe Pallister as Joey, two childhood best friends 
who became Chicago cops with a larger dream of 
one day becoming Starsky and Hutch. Those dreams 
are stunted, however, as both are repeatedly passed 
over for promotion despite claiming higher test 
scores and longer service time. Denny believes, 
pointing out those advanced were “a lot more 
ethnic,” it’s because of an unstated quota system, 
blissfully ignoring the reprimands 
in both of their files for making 
racist remarks. “Denny.and me, 
knocking around the locker room, 
might have let slip a rude word or 
two about the apparent injustice 
of this unstated quota system,” 
Joey says. Denny attempts to blow 
the statements off, essentially as 
locker room talk: “Overhearing 
something not even intended for 
their ears,” he says. 

From there, in the adept hands 
of Kassar and Pallister—two 
superlatively talented thespians—a 
steady drip of drama snowballs 
down a slippery slope, besieging 
lz the partners, spiraling more and 
13 more out of control as the show 


rhetorically asking one audience The two stars, Pallister and Kassar 


progresses to involve — pimps, 


prostitutes, infidelity, drugs and alcohol, betrayal, 
police brutality and cannibalism. 

When the show was done, this reviewer didn’t 
quite know what to think or how to feel. Perhaps 
that was the point. Two hard drinking, foul-mouthed 
Chicago cops with few redeeming qualities, speaking 
in racist overtones while ridiculing what they see as 
an unfair quota system, which may or not exist, are 
not exactly the most lovable characters. That’s not 
to mention that Denny commits two murders, one 
while on unpaid suspension and in full view of two 
other cops, then goes home—a privilege certainly 
unavailable to those cops taking advantage of a 
quota system. 

Under Jenna Mate’s skillful direction, A Steady Rain 
takes what could easily be a cliché—two drunken 
beat cops facing the moral challenges of modern 
society—and turns it into something fresh and 
compelling. The show’s minimalist production— 
two chairs as props, no costume changes, no 
intermission, the characters never even leaving 
the stage—allowed the stark reality of the story to 
take center stage. Throughout the show, audience 
members are forced to confront themselves; to ask 
themselves the question, should I feel sorry for these 
two hopelessly irredeemable characters? Or maybe: 
What would I do in a situation like theirs? &&

Cook until 
the skin is nicely browned, about 6 to 8 minutes; 
transfer to a baking pan, skin side up. 

Bake until cooked through, about 30 minutes. 

While chicken is baking, add shallots to 
skillet and cook for about 2 minutes, stirring as 
needed. Add stock, wine, vermouth, basil and 
1/4 teaspoon salt and stir to combine. 

Scrape skillet with wooden spoon or spatula 
to deglaze. 

Stir mixture and then turn burner down to 
lowest setting, allowing it to simmer until chicken 
is done baking. 

Plate chicken over a cooked grain such as wheat 
berries or farro. 

Just before serving, 
yogurt into sauce. 

Pour wine sauce over chicken, garnish with fresh 
herbs and enjoy.
